A bill  to.  establish  Bear  River  mig- 
ratory bird  refuge  on  the  Great  Salt 
Lake,  was  introduced  today  by  Rep- 
resentative Colton  of  Utah.

After  being  presented 
with  a medal  as  a token  of  respect  by 
the  legislature  of  the  territory,  he  was 
askied  to  convey  the  message  to  the 
people  of  the  United  States,  that 
Porto  Rico  wanted  its  freedom.

LONDON,  England,  February  3 — 
All  the  glory  to  great  soldiers  in  their 
death  was  Earl  Haig’s  today  as  the 
British  Empire  reverently  gave  him 
the  last  salute.  England  would  have 
laid  him  to  rest  in  the  parish  of  the 
empire,  St.  Paul’s  cathedral,  beside 
the  great  Duke  of  Wellington,  the 
bodies  of*  Nelson,  Roberts,  Wolseley 
and  other  military  heroes  of  Brittish 
history,  but  it  was  Haig’s  wish  that  he 
be  buried  among  his  ancestors  in 
Caledonia. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.,  Feb.  4— 
The  American  government  was  repre- 
sented today  by  Secretary  Kellog  as 
willing  to  sign  a treaty  with  511  world 
powers  to  prohibit  the  use  of  sub- 
marines for_any  purpose. 

The  head  of  the  state  department 
disclosed  this  position  in  a letter  to 
Chairman  Porter  of  the  house  of  for- 
eign affairs  committee  which  today 
discussed  at  some  length  the  proposal 
to  abolish*  under-sea  craft.

Lowry  Nelson,  director  of  the  ex- 
tension division  of  Brigham  Young 
University,  left  Utah  Friday  morning 
for  Madison,  Wisconsin,  wjaere  hq  has 
been  enrolled  for-  some  time  as  a grad- 
uate student.  Director  Nelson  took 
his  wife  and  family  -yyith  hipi  and  ex- 
pects to  remain  in  the  east  until  he 
finishes  hi§  >york  leading  to  a ph,  D. 
degree,  requiring  at  least  eighteen 
months. 

During  the  years  that  Director  Nel- 
son has  been  at  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity he  has  established  an  extensioh 
division  that  has  reached  into  every 
corner  of  the 'state  and  into  the  mis- 
sion fields  all  over  the  world  where- 
ever  intellectual  help  has  been  needed, 
Extension  classes,  correspondence 
courses,  and  other  extension  activities 
have  been  established  to  carry  on  the 
work  of  education  among  the  many 
who  find  it  impossible  to  attend  school 
regularly. 

Among  the  great  achievements  of 
the  extension  division  have  been  th' 
leadership  week  educational  program 
which  have  attracted  adults  from  all 
corners  of  the  L.  D.  S.  Church.

The  turnout  to  witness  the  contest, 
in  the  expression  of  Judge  Morgan 
was*  “extremely  disappointinng,  con- 
sidering the  high  type  of  competition 
exhibited”.

working  steadily  on  their  speeches 
for  the  opening  contest  March  first. 

According  to  the  high  school  de- 
bating coach,  Myrtie  Jensen,  the 
members  of  the  team  are  progressing 
rapidly,  and  promise  to  be  dangerous 
contenders  for  the  district  debating 
honors.

Friday,  the  student  body  devotional 
was  under  the  direction  of  the  junior 
class.  The  chief  feature  of  the  pro- 
gram was  a talk  given  by  Dean  De 
jong.  His  theme  was  “Spain,”  which 
was  in  keeping  with  the  Spanish 
theme  for  the  prom. 

In  beginning  his  talk  he  asserted 
that  “we  know  more  about  what  Spain 
is  not  than  what  Spain  is.”  He  warn- 
ed against  judging  Spain  by  the  men 
of  that  country  we  see  on  road  gangs, 
and  about  the  notion  some  have  that 
the  people  of  Spain  are  all  aristocrats. 
He  gave  a picture  of  Spain  as  having 
its  farm  land  and  its  farmers,  as  well 
as  very  many  other  important  indus- 
tries of  great  importance. 

Prof.  De  Jong  gave  a brief  history 
of  the  original  Spanish  race,  and  told 
of  the  Roman  invasions,  along  with 
others,  some  of  which  are  the  Teutoniq 
tribes  and  the  Moores  from  North 
Arabia.,  This  last  nation  left  a dis- 
tinct imprint  on  Spain.  Later  came 
the  love  for  adventure  and  discovery, 
with  Columbus  and  many  others  who 
have  had  very  much  to  do  with  mak- 
ing the  history  of  this  country.  Today 
there  are  many  Spanish  names  in  the 
United  States,  and  other  proofs  of  the 
influence  Spain  has  had  on  America. 

fci  concluding  his  talk  de  Jong  de- 
clared that  Spain  would  soon  start  a 
second  era  of  power,  and  that  “she 
is  still  thinking  of  her  colonies  on  the 
continent.”

munity. Universities  exist  largely  for  the 
purpose  of  clarifying  and  testing  not  only 
ideals  but  schemes  looking  to  the  moral  and 
social  welfare  of  mankind.  Whatever  strength- 
ens them  and  extends  their  influence  bene- 
fits a nation.  They  are  its  intellectual  lifeblood. 
This  is  nowhere  better  understood  than  in 
America.” 

Since  1918  the  enrollment  in  American 
universities  and  colleges  has  nearly  doubled ; 
since  then  American  alumni  have  contributed 
more  than  $300,000,000  in  gifts  to  the  institu- 
tions of  learning.  Since  the  war,  alumni 
work  has  become  a conspicuous  factor  in  high- 
er education.  It  is  hoped  that  Alumni  of  Brig- 
ham Young  University  may  soon  feel  an  urge 
to  fall  in  line  with  other  institutions — many 
not  nearly  so  old  in  years.

Coach  Gene  Roberts  is  throwing 
against  this  formidable  lineup  a group

Rudger  H.  Walker,  ’23,  formerly  of 
Rexburg,  Idaho,  was  just  recently 
graduated  with  the  degree  of  doctor 
of  philosophy  from  Iowa  State  Col- 
lege, where  he  went  three  years  ago 
to  pursue  graduate  work  in  soil  chem- 
istry and  bacteriology.  He  was  award- 
ed a fellowship  at  that  schol  in  1924 
and  held  it  during  the  three  years  of 
his  successful  graduate  work.  He  re- 
ceived his  master’s  degree  from  the 
Iowa  State  College  in  1925.  His
